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An  ideal,  if  not  always  accomplished  practice  of  KPFA,  is  the  persistent  explora- 
tion of  the  endless  possibilities  of  radio  communication.  One  need  only  think  a  mo- 
ment to  reflect  on  how  endless  these  possibilities  are.  While  we  have  broadcast 
poetic  readings  of  the  Middle  East  in  their  original,  regional,  Arabic  tongue,  we  have 
never  broadcast  the  on-the-spot  sales  pitch  of  a  Leopoldville  (Belgian  Congo)  bi- 
cycle vendor.  We've  broadcast  a  Berkeley  chess  game,  but  have  failed  to  present  a 
Reno  poker  game.  We've  covered  both  sides  of  the  narcotics  issue,  pro  and  con,  yet 
we  have  limited  our  coverage  of  the  Alcohol  Problem  to  the  rather  biased  position  of 
A.  A.  And  indeed,  bias  is  difficult  to  avoid:  According  to  our  recent  Program  Ques- 
tionnaire, some  listeners  feel  our  political  position  is  biased:  too  much  liberalism. 

Appropriately  on  Saturday,  December  8  at  7:20  p.m.,  KPFA  will  initiate  a  series  of 
commentaries  by  Russell  Amos  Kirk  devoted  to  "the  conservative  point  of  view".  Mr. 
Kirk  "was  born  in  the  small  town  of  Plymouth,  Michigan,  the  direct  descendant  of 
Puritan  ancestors  who  landed  in  Massachusetts  in  1623.  His  abiding  belief  in  the 
soundness  of  conservatism  traces  back  to  his  earliest  childhood  memories,  when  he 
delighted  in  the  family  traditions  and  the  tranquil  changelessness  of  the  small  town 
and  countryside  around  him.  As  a  student  at  Michigan  state  College,  and  later,  as  a 
graduate  at  Duke  University,  he  came  to  know  and  deeply  appreciate  many  of  the  great 
conservative  thinkers.  While  working  on  a  study  of  John  Randolph  ...  he  became 
deeply  interested  in  Edmund  Burke  and  subsequently  used  him  as  the  basis  and  start- 
ing point  of  his  brilliant  work,  The  Conservative  Mind."  Mr.  Kirk's  commentaries  will 
be  broadcast  on  KPFA  every  other  Saturday  evening.

Returning  for  a  moment  to  the  infinite  possibilities  of  communication  by  radio,  we 
might  reflect  on  the  various  directions  that  verbal  communication  often  takes  when 
mediated  by  the  microphone.  Frequently,  as  in  the  case  of  the  ordinary  newscast,  we 
are  talked  at.  The  news  is  the  important  thing,  the  announcer  reads  it,  and  we  are 
free  to  follow  it  as  actively  or  interestedly  as  we  wish.  Communications-wise  the 
listener  assumes  a  rather  passive  role  in  relation  to  the  newscaster.  An  interview,  on 
the  other  hand,  presents  a  quite  different  complex:  Here  the  communication  becomes 
more  personal,  but  the  listener's  role  is  still  characterized  by  the  more  or  less  pas- 
sive  pursuit   of  the  communicational  flow.   A  reasonable  question,  then,  is:  Can  a
